Rich ‘Scheme’ 


Hit By State 


In Reis Trial 


POTTSVILLE, Pa. (UPI) -T h e 
prosecution began its summation 
today in the trial of burglary sus­ 
pect Lillian Reis by accusing the 
victim, John B. Rich, of concoct­ 
ing a "scheme machiavallian in 
its deviousness” to cast doubt on 
police testimony. 


Asst. Dist. Atty. Calvin J. Fried- 
berg's summation was interrupted 
by Judge Charles Staudenmeier 
who called a recess to enable the 
court to sit en-banc on other busi­ 
ness. Friedberg was set to contin­ 
ue during the afternoon session. 


Three police investigators had 
testified during the previous trials 
which ended in conviction of three 
men for the burglary that the loot 
taken from the Rich home in Au­ 
gust, 1969, ranged up to $478,000. 
Rich claimed the lo&s was $20,000 
in cash and jewelry, the amount 
stated in the indictment. 


Friedberg said the state's case 
against the attractive nightclub 
owner is based on the larger 
amount and said Rich’s testimony 
"points strongly to a lack of credi 
bility.” 


"Because he is the second big 
gest employe in Schuylkill County 
it doesn't make him the second 
most honest witness.” 


The keystone of the common­ 
wealth case is the accusation that 
the 32-year-old Lillian used the 
proceeds of the burglary to pur­ 
chase a Philadelphia nightclub.

in the cellar of the Rich home in 
Pottsville.
